WWV’S 25 MHZ SIGNAL BACK ON THE AIR 


WWYN silenced its 25 MHz signal in 1977, but it’s back on the air “for old times’ sake” 
— officially on an “experimental basis.” Resurrecting the long-dormant standard time 
outlet operated by the National Institute of Standards and Technology (NIST) was Matt 
Deutch, NORGT, the Lead Electrical Engineer at WWV. It all came about after Dean 
Lewis, WOWGV, lamented the loss of the 25 MHz signal in an e-mail to Deutch, who 
surprised him by subsequently putting the signal back on the air on April 4 for about 3- 


1/2 hours. 


NIST said the 25 MHz broadcast consists of the normal WWYV signal heard on all other 


WWYV frequencies, at the same level of accuracy. The transmitter in Fort Collins, 


Colorado, can put out 2500 W into a “broadband monopole,” although Deutch said the 
transmitter was running 1200 W. WWY has invited listeners’ comments and signal 


reports.
